One letter contains the following 


significant statement: 
"The word has- gone forth around 


the prnfesh. to croak any cop who 
tries to arr4st you In Oakland."

Acting Chief Petersen has redou- 


bled, his efforts to- put down crime 
in this city, and for the protection of 
the men on the force as well as to 
insure the' capture of the culprit, 
many of the men of the force will 
go in pairs, in till probability, instead 
ot continuing the present custom of 
having them patrol their beats alone. 
The attempt to murder Special Po- 
liceman Murphpy romps within fortv- 
eight hours of the murder of Wil- 
liams and before thp Inquest has been 
held over the shooting of the police- 
man.

attacked him:

TO QUESTION BOY. 


In their efforts to apprehend the 
murderer of Williams the police have 
gained Information that may lead to 
the .arrest of the man.

residing with his parents at 1002 East 
Fifteenth street, will tell how he met 
the murderer at the Oakland motor-' 
dnome Sunday, how he accompanied 
the man to the scene of the shooting, 
arid how he fled In horror and fear 
when his companion, whom he had 
r..tt t/L.t .a few J-.o«rr fccfrrr. opened 
firp on Williams and murdered the 
policeman.

SAN FRANCISCO, April U — Murder 


and arson are crimes of almost daily oc-

They 
described a reign of terror extending 
over almost the entire coast and gave 
an account of the capture of the town 
of Acapulco by bandits, after the citi- 
zens had been ablo to oiter only $10,000 
of ?20,000 demanded by the marauders.

Salina Cruz district lived in dally terror 
of their lives and that bands of outlaws 
were scouring the country plundering and 
murdering t'he inhabitant?

the vessel at Salina Cruz with her son 
and daughter, Raphael and Florence A. 
Gorton, said a state of absolute anarchy 
prevailed in the vicinity of the small town 
of Lucretia, from which they cnme, and 
that she believed many Americans to 
have been killed. 


"Railroad bridges are being blown up," 


said Mrs. Gorton. "Ranch houses,* farms 
and FtoT-": a-e being robbed and their 
defenders shot 
American residents are

he, not knowing that he was talking 
to the hcn.d of tho company whjch

"get to hell out of here so that I can 
work," while Lowe and other sailors

boat on tho 
starboard side of the 
Titanic. 


Lowe declared that Ismay was not 


trying to get Into the boat, but that 
ho was very much excited and was 
Interfering with tho proper lowprlng 
or UK uu.ii. 
"This man {Ismay)" 
said Lowe, 


"was grpatly excited. 
He was hol- 


lering lower away, lower away, lower 
away, find I sfrore at him to order 
him back." 


Lowe said Ismay 
went back and 
made no reply to him.

testified he npver would have known 
the man was Ismav If he (Lowo) had 
not met a steward on thp Carpathia 
who told him what hp had done Pnd 
asked him why he "sworp. at Ismay."

This one, Lowe said, was the only 


one he had seen In his career until 
he saw several at dawn following the 
collision.

"Yes, sir; they must have been, for 
they were all around the horizon." 
The biggest, he said, was at least 


100 feet high. This was four to five 
miles away and all within a radius 
of six .miles. 


Franklin MacVeagh arrived at the 


committee room during Lowe's ex- 
amination and sat at the committee 
table near the chairman throughout 
the morning session. 


"Was the ship on its course at the 
time of the collision'" the sailor was 
asked. 


"I was In bed, but from the position 


on the chart I believe she was on the 
track," said Lowe. 


ON NORTH TRACK. 


"Was the Titanic on the north track 
or the south track?" 


"I think she ivas on the north track, 
sir." 


"What makes you think so?" 
"The general run of things." 
Lowe said he was not on duty the 
Sunday night of the accident after 
8:30 o'clock 
From « to 8 that night 


he was working on a dead reckoning 
from the ship at 8 o'clock. This he 
reported to the captain. 
"Personally?" 
"No; I put it on his table with a. 
weight on It." 


"Wafe It not important?" 
"Well, in tbe general run of things, 


not so Important," said Lowe. 


"You mean that the position of the 
ship waa not Important?" continued 
the Senator. "Was not that to be a. 
part of the ship's log'" 


"Oh, yes: I'm not saying it was 
not Important lor this one voyage. In 
the event of accident It would be 
Important." 


Senator Smith asked the witness 
flatly If he could give the position of 
tho ship at 8 o'clock on that night?" 
"No, sir." 
"I want you to think hard. If wo 
can get the position at that hour, we 
could figure tho speed of the ship by 
taking the elapsed time between that 
time and the time of the collision." 
"The speed of the ehip on that day 
was a fraction below 21 knots an 
hour," said tho witness, reading from 
a memorandum.

Senator Smith criticised the meth- 
ods employed by the officer In ascer- 
taining the position of the ship.

WASHINGTON,

of where the Titanic foundered, nav 
hi-drographers express the

that it is exceeding^ Improbable thai, 
the liner struck those or any semi- 
Eubmerged rocks. 


While no soundings have ever been 


made in the immediate vicinity where 
the Titanic went down, they explain

soundings farther

It is declared at the hydrographtc 


office that as the water where the 
Titanic struck is approximately two 
miles deep, it would take a formation 
with an enormous base to bring the 
apex anywhere near the surface and

HARRY PRESCOTT TELLS OF 


SLAYING WIFE'S AFF/N/TY 


Accused Man Sobs on the Witness Stand 


While Recounting Tragedy 


Harry Prescott. accused slayer of Ralph 


Thompson, broke down on the' witness 
stand this forenoon while testifying to 
circumstances that \f& up to the .shooting 
in the bungalow at 1842 Adeline street 
on February 28. His voice faltered, his 
body shook with, emotion and finally ho 
gave way to sobs. . 
Attorney Frick had asked him to tell 
his story of the tragedv. He' had reached 
the point .where his wife and "a man" 
were seated In the parlor with the lights 
turned on. He was behind a portiere. 
"What was said?" questioned Attorney

owner of the' Preseott residence in - this 
ciiy. The letter is said to have' related 
that the writer did not like the goines 
on i nthe Prescott. cottage, but that as 
long: as the peopla were 
tenants 
she 
would not object. 
She said sh» did not 
approve of the entertainments held there 
evenings. 


RETURNS TO INVESTIGATE. 


This letter brought Prescott back to 
the 'city, he said, and' he sought to ob- 
tain evidence as to his wife's conduct. 
When he went away shortly after the 
first of the month they had had' some 
words about getting along togrether. Upon 
his return to told the court tha.t he had 
gone, to his wife and ,to!d her that she 
did not act as she had acted for 11 
years.

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Colonel Roosevelt and the Trusts. 


Colonel Roosevelt's objection to the enforcement of the Sher- 


man anti-trust law deserves examination. He made no attempt 
to enforce it while he was President and naturally feels that it 
is a reflection on his conduct to enforce it now. -But that is not 
the point: He says it disturbs business without beneficial re- 
sult. The phrase sounds familiar. However, it has not been ac- 
cepted as a valid excuse for suspending an act of Congress. 


The Colonel says the enforcement of the law is a farce be- 


cause the judgments requiring the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
trusts to dissolve have not depressed the market value of stocks 
in the constituent companies of those corporations. 


The Sherman law was not enacted to depress the price of 


stocks or depreciate the value of property. Its object was to 
prevent the creation of artificial monopolies by the federation 
of corporations under the trust system. Prosecutions were in- 
stituted under the law to break up combines formed to contiol 
output and prices, to stop the process of forcing competitors 
to sell out or join the combination; to put under legal ban the 
methods whereby monopolies were being created by mobilizing 
industrial plants and the capital in them. It is not the fault of 
the law nor the efforts of the President to enforce it if results 
have not answered expectations. It is no proof that the law 
is unwise or ineffective that prosecutions have failed in some 
instances and that the evils of monopoly .survive trust disorgani- 
zation in others. The point is, the law makes trust manipula- 
tion dangerous and more difficult. Until a more effective method 
of regulating- the trusts and curbing their exactions has been 
•found it would be folly to repeal the Sherman act or allow it to 
fall into inocuous desuetude. 


The Sherman law is both a civil and a criminal statute. The 


beef barons were prosecuted criminally, but they were acquitted 
by a jury. Nevertheless, the prosecution has made them less 
bold in their operations and less open in their violations of the 
law. It is not surprising that the beef packers should agree 
with Colonel Roosevelt that such prosecutions as they have re- 
cently undergone "disturb business without beneficial result," 
and that they should be in favor of repealing the law and sus- 
pending its operation. Naturally, they are aore at the Presi- 
dent for having them prosecuted and take sides with the Colonel. 


But do the American people want the Sherman act repealed 


or suspended? Colonel Roosevelt has denounced the law as a 
farce and the President's efforts to enforce it as mischievous and 
abortive. When he was President he did not enforce it; it is 
fair, therefore, to presume that he would refuse to enforce it if 
Again elected to the presidency. He talks against "Big Busi- 
ness," but if he will do nothing to bring it under subjection to 
'ih* law his denunciation is but mere sound and fury, signifying 
nothing. ,Meanwhile the trusts are supporting him for Presi- 
dent. And as the candidate of the trusts he is denouncing Taf t 
as their friend. He did precisely the same thing when Alton G. 
Pasfcsr was running against him in 1904. He accused Parker of 
Iwjng the candidate of the trusts, but the trusts were support- 
ing Koosevelt and putting up the money to finance his campaign. 
Can he make the same dodge win twice? 


One argument that was recently of much pbpularity, to the 


effect that women did not want the ballot and so should not be 
given it, seems to have fallen into innocuous desuetude in this 
county. Something like 26,000 women have indicated their de- 
lire to vote by putting their names on the register. 


Bad tor Americans /• Mexico. 


Madero's government has disclaimed all responsibility for out- 


rages on American citizens committed by the insurrectos. Re- 
cently the Mexican minister of state flippantly informed Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Wilson that Americans in Mexico would 
hav* to look out for themselves, and that his government would 
not be responsible for damages to person and property inflicted 
by the insurgents. That is, the Mexican government denies its 
treaty obligations. It is unable to protect foreigners resident in 
Mexico, and yet protests against the insurrectos being granted 
rights of belligerency. As it has not recognized the insurgents 
#• Jbelligerents our government has no recourse but to appeal to 
the Ufcdero government. That appeal has been met with an in- 
•qlttng denial of responsibility. By this denial the United States 
if pbofd in a dilemma. Orozco IB demanding that rights of bel- 
^iferency be accorded the insurrectos, and has refused to give any 
^guaranty that the lives and" property of American citizens in the 
•MM littler his control will be protected unless his demand is com- 
plM with. Because he is not a belligerent Orozco cannot be held 
fo aeooant. To whom is the United States to look for redress of 
the wrongs American citizens have suffered, since protection arid 
ttktoaM aye denied by both factions? It would seem that the 
^Cadezp government is desirous that the United States should in- 
terfere, but wishes the interference to take the appearance of an 
Invasion of Mexico despite the protest of the recognized govern- 


It is to be hoped that General Frederick Funston will be pro- 


jnoted to the rank of Major General, now that a vacancy has been 
«rsate4 by -the death of General Grant. He is the ranking Briga- 
dier General, and has a fine record as a field officer. Funston is 
not a West Pointer, but he has proved himself a gallant and able 

As Funston has proved 
Ilia capacity, and stands in the line of promotion he should be 
given the rank of Major General in regular order. Regular order 
should be followed in military promotions unless there are cogent 
reasons for departing from it. In this instance there are no such 
reasons. The objection that Funston did not go to school at West 
Point is puerile. He was educated in the stern school of experi- 
•DC»—in the field, and he is a credit to his training.

An Aviator's Eye-View of 
California 


—BY THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE CARTOONIST. 


William T. Stead. 


It is singular that none of the survivors of the Titanic has 


had anything to say about one of the most distinguished men 
who went down with the wreck, William T. Stead, whose fame 
as a journalist extends to wherever the English language is 
spoken. Nobody seems to have taken note of him in the con- 
fusion on board the Titanic. How he bore himself — although 
one is entirely justified in imagining that he bore himself like a 
man — is left to conjecture. 


The survivors have much to say about what, this man and 


that man said and did in that dread hour, but nobody seems to 
have seen or heard anything of Stead — at least he appears to 
have 'been unnoticed. Apparently none of the officers or passen- 
gers took any interest 'in a mere writer. ' 


Yet William T. Stead has helped make history during the past 


thirty years. A quarter of a century ago he was editor of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, and made a great stir by exposing the cor- 
ruption in the upper circles of London society. He was sent to 
prison for libel, but continued to edit the Gazette from 
his cell and forced the government to break up the infamous 
gathering places of the aristocratic degenerates. 
Later he 


founded the Review of Reviews and achieved a high reputation 
as a free lance correspondent of various newspapers on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 


All his life he was a crusader, ardent, fearless and optimistic, 


against wrongs and abuses. His lance was in rest continually to 
redress some popular grievance or overthrow some aocial injus- 
tice. 


Stead was a useful man — not always right, but striving al- 


ways to aid the right and to lift the burden of oppression and 
wrong from the shoulders of the poor and the helpless. 


His death is a great loss. It is a pity he did not survive to 


write the story of the Titanic's wreck. He was just the man 
for the task; his clear, forcible, picturesque style and great de- 
scriptive powers qualifying him to picture the scene with fidelity 
yet graphic intensity.

five persons, according to the ship's fourth officer. If the sixteen 
boats had been filled to their capacity they would have carried 
1040 persons away from the sinking steamer instead of a little 
more than half that number. It is stated by the survivors that 
the first boats that put off from the ship were not more than half 
loaded—in some cases with women and children almost ex- 
clusively, not enough men being in them to handle the oars; 
only one of the boats had a lantern. The life rafts proved to be 
useless, and one of the four collapsible boats capsized while be- 
ing launched, dumping the occupants in the icy waters. There 
seems to have been bungling all around, and, in consequence, an 
unnecessary sacrifice of life

It is well that we should remem- 
ber the sa>in(f and transmute it 
into actual and concrete fact. 
This enterprise -has my high- 
est hopes tor its most perfuct 
success in every way, It is de- 
serving of success, "and I hope 
the people of Oakland will get 
behind it and make it go. 
1 talked to a gathering of men 


in Arizona some .weeks ago on 
an occasion somewhat similar to 
this. I told them that as a group 
they represented the iinest type 
of men to be found anywhere; 
that they were ffifted in a. rare 
manner by nature and by train- 
ing. 
But I told them that they 
were .the stingiest men on earth, 
because, despite their great ad- 
vantages, they had never given 
anything back to compensate for 
the gifts they had received. 
XEED OBGANIZATIOX. 
What we need here is an or- 
ganized and systematic campaign 
of begging. 
We on the Pacitic 
Coast have received t.o much from 
climate, from the state resources, 
iro'in Mother Nature, from our 
mine's and agriculture'and com- 
merce, -but-we'have not'learned 
to give Jreely. That is our worst 
failing.- 
.We have, not 'learned to -give 
as they .give,' in. the East. In Bos- 
ton nobody ever dies without 
giving to1' Harvard university, and 
if a man should die and fail in 
this municipal _and state duty, 
there is no _telling" wliere he 
might go. 
. . 
The. Young Men's and Young 


Wlomen's ChrM^an Associations 
are an Insurance to our.'business 
laen. , They are an asset in a 
veritable business sense to the 
community. 
Our young women, 


too, need to be cared for. It is a 
grave danger to them and to the 
community if they are not cared 
for. 
It Is important to the com- 
munity that the young women 
should be worthy 'of high praise' 
and of the faith that should be 
placed in them and their recti- 
tude and ability. 


MEN MUST RALTUY. 
The men of this city must 
give freely to this cause. 
Men 
must learn that any money above 
what it costs to live comfortably, 
to have a ijpod home, good books 
and a,good' automobile, and to go 
occasionally to -the theaters can 
be enjoyed.only by giving-it away. 
If the men 
of Oakland don't 
learn this it Indicates that they 
are far stingier than I had be- 
lieved. 
All men on the Pacific 
Coast are stingier than those in 
the Bast. It is IjecauEe those in, 
the Bast have been worked often- 
er and more -efficiently. 
There are plenty of automo- 
biles here, and I have heard ^.hat 
they are very tame ones; that 
they are so tamo they 
have 
learned to eat out of the pocket. 


- But where there are automobiles 
there is money, and an this case 
it Is a duty to get together and 
provide money for this just cause. 


GIVES'. CAMPAIGN- ADVICE. 


Practical points on tho camp&lgn 
for funds, were ,outline4 by M. C. Wil- 
liams, campaign director, who told of 
the system to be used and of its suc- 
cess in ogher similar campaigns, in* 
eluding that of the Oakland Y. M. C. 
A. of a short time ago. 
"We have heard 'something," 
said the. speaker, "of the work 
done by Ihe association in other 
cities, and It only remains for me 
to outline the methods to be em- 
ployed in getting the necessary 


- funds to start out. 


"You 
'arc- not entirely un- 


familiar •with''the work, hut wo 


'* will, fcr the time, assume that 
' you don't know anything about it 
. Forget what you learned'at-the 
former campaign and we will 
start all over again. 
"The method of raising money 


Is .an evolution, and I believe that 


' tho ,Y. M. C. A. deserves tho 
credit for. starting the system that 
_has operated so successfully all 
over tho United States. The Y. 
M. C. A. has raised six or seven 
millions yearly by the system for 
the past seven years. Towns of 
5000 
population have 
yielded 


$25,000 to $50,000, ,nnd In Phila- 
delphia over $1,000,000 was sub- 
scribed for tho association 
in 


fourtean days. The synte-m has" 
rarely .ever failed, and has never 
failed 'whore It was properly set 
up and handled with care and 
forethought. 


POPULAR CAUSE. 


"The principal reason of the 
success of the plan la that thers 
is nothing that appeals to a com- 
, munlty as .the appeal of the Y. 
M. C. A. and its sinter organiza- 
tion, and the campaign IB simply 
a matter of doing hard work 
quickly, and having fun doing It. 


"Tho4 first, reason of success Is 
that the campaign committee Is 
organized 
on a comprehensive 
basis, and thcre%Is no lost motion, 
as everyone knows exactly what 
to.do. It in concentrated Into ten 
days; nnd, by the way, I wish It 
were eight, as the morb con- 
centration you gat the better ara 
the results, and civic pride Is 
aroused, tho citizens wishing to 
give to other towns an Illustration 
of what can be done. 


"Then there is the publicity 


feature. We have tho big clock 
in tho city hall park, showing 
tho progress of the fund day by 
dav as the committees go out for 
subscriptions, and the people be- 
gin to know and talk about it 
Rivalry in the teams out for th» 
subscriptions nJso helps matters 
along A great deal, and things go 
with a rush from the opening of 
tho campaign. The noon-lunch of 
the workers, at which they ar« 
able to talk ovor the dav's plana 
inrf floTlf^vArwortfi »« .i««*^n.. *'«((v 
feature. Tho noon lunch, to be 
held at Kbell Hall every flay of 
the campaign. Is almost the heart 
of the whole movement. 


"Another reason of the success 


of the Y. M. C A. ane Y. W. C. A. 
campaigns Is that they give the 
poopl" "nmethlng really worth 
whllo to do. Big movements In 
tho Christian fnlth today are en- 
grossing the attention of men, 
find the work of the two associa- 
tions is a big factor."

of Oakland here assembled.repre- 
sentlng all llness of 
industrial, 


commercial and professional ac- 
tivity in our city, heartily approve 
the plans made by the ^oard of 
dir^otors to secure such a build- 
ing for our city, and that wo 
earnestly 
proceed at 
once to 
systematically canvass for funds 
with which to erect a modern 
Y. W. C. A. building; 
"Further, that we, Individually 


and collectively, pledge our hearty 
support to the accomplishing of 
this undertaking." 
"I second the' resolution," said .Ar- 
thur L. Adams, "because it is our 
Y. W. C. A., and we need it. The city 
of Oakland is , growing at a rate 
equaled by ro city in the United 
States. 
We 
have 
new 
schools, 
churches, hotels, stores, boulevards 
and parks, and other great improve- 
ments. 
"They are only external evidences 


of the prosperity of a community. The 
internal evidence, and the only real 
evidence, is the welfare of the young 
men and women, the very foundation 
of the city's 'success. This Is a great 
opportunity for the men of Oakland, 
who can show their chivalry on this 
occasion. 


EXAMPLE IN DISASTER. 


"We speak of the chivalry of the 


men who, on the Titanic, gave up tho 
boats to the women. Is it not equally 
great to manifest the same spirit in 
time of life as in time of death?" 
Y. W. C. A. PRESIDENT SPEAl'S. 
Miss Grare M. Fisher, president of the 
Oakland Young Women's Christian Asso- 
ciation, spoke as follows:

Cinderella is with us to- 
night in the form of the Young Wo-

second hand dress was bought fivo

years ago. 
Mother Oakland forgot 
to finish the payment and left "the 
poor child to struggle with the debt 
all these year* , Being second-hand, 
the dross, was Ill-fitting at the start, 
in five year»>of good .steady,< growth 
it has become shabby/and out-grown. 
But Cinderella has been so busy she 
hasn't had time to think much of 
appearances, and every 
time 
she • 
mentioned the subject 'to 
her 
big 
brothers, they mostlv advised her to 
keep right on working. Mother Oak- 
land, just then, -was busy or a little 
indisposed. 
You know how cheerfully and how 
hard Cinderella, has been working, 
. she has really developed quite a'bu»l- 
ne«s talent, starting with four busi- 
nesses, she is now carrying on , 10 
different and distinct businesses, all 
under the one name, six of them in,a 
house of 16 rooms (Including tho bath 
room). 
One entire business is conducted in 
that bath room,'the employment bu- 
reau, whereby Cinderella helps from 
60 to 70 women ^ a month to be self- 
supporting and. self-respecting. 
Secondly, she runs a cafeteria, cook- 
ing and baking for a hundred people a 
day in a kitchen built for a family 
of sljc. 
" •

CONDUCTS-SCHOOL-OF 300. 


Thirdly, she conducts ft school of 
over 800 pupils,. illy .equipped. 
In 
cramped quarters, and 
sometimes 
driven out Into borrowed * quarters, 
yet with this unique distinction, that 
every pupil is there because of a 
recognized need nnd a. real desire for 
thf opportunity offered. 
Fourthly, Cinderella, maintains n. , 
rooming 
house 
department whoro 


273 girls have foxlnd shelter 'this past 
year, from one night to a month. 
Fifth. 
Cinderella finds need for a 
religious department, and «v«ry 'Sun- 
day afternoon gives a simple, non- 
sectarian, uplifting U.lk with munlo 
and H social cup of tea to SO or 76 
girls, who are hungry for ju»t that 
companionship and Inspiration. Never 
a Sunday that some strangor does not 
find a welcome thore. 
A 
splondl-l 
morning clus of 30 women bos just 
completed a study of 
comparative 
religions. Other coursed In Bible s,nd 
Mission study are offered to those de- 
siring them. 
Sixth. She maintains K social de- 
partment. Cinderella believes In play, 
wholesome and frolicsome. 
So every 
Friday/ night she gives some iort of 
a good time, free to all girls, and 
sometimes there are more than th« 
rooms can seat. 
Under this department she hns or- 
ganized six clubs. 
The To 
Kalon, 
the Ayuda, the Tea Cup 
club, th« 
Llan Fa, the Wewantu. the Collegs 
Women's club. Two of these _are rep- 
resentftl here tonlKht w^fi teams or- 
ganized for work. 
Thesp clubs are 
largely social In their nature, but they 
also work for self-development and do 
a great d«ol for Cinderella, moreover. 
In fact, there Is no group of work- 
ers that helps her more In the work 
she loves best, the winning of the 
friendship of ulrls. 


FOUR OTHERS. 


Besides these fix business**. th«r» 
are four others which Cinderella, ad- 
ministers from this fame building. 
fh« Travelers' Aid work, than which 
nothing Is morn needed or Importsnt, 
and the Boarding Home, always filled 
and with a waltlnf lint; th* physical 
work hoth In gymnasium and out of 
<loors with which wo hope to eo-ojmr- 
«te with the playground commission 
In tho MosiwnM playground fttid the 
Camp Meeker bungalow. 
And I frill 
p**» over the other tmes to 
which 


Cinderella opens this building, the rest 
room and library, the general infor- 
mation bureau and the other women's 
organizations that frequently 
find 
here a meeting place. 
Gifts to the amount of $75,000 are 
alreadv pledged, and one rare gem of. 
$20,000 has actually fallen 
into her 
lap, the first great gift ever made to 
Oakland's young women. The 
orly 
conditions accompanying it were that 
the name of the gher be withheld 
and that it be applied to the paying 
off of the mortgage 
This has been 
done, and the mortgage was cleaned 
on the 6tlt day 
o£ April. Another 
splendid pledge of like value has been 
made by a noble mother and son, this 
was the first pledge received and so 
has made possible the whole super- 
structure—Mrs. S. T. Alexander and 
Mr. Wallace M. Alexander. More than, 
that, Mrs. Alexander lias given us 
her deep interest," and Mr. and Mrs.

The Beauty of Cleopatra 


By LILLIAN RUSSELL

HIS queen appeared upon the stage of history at 
the age of 14. She was considered a beautiful 
Greek princess, who could.speak several languages 
fluently. 
She- was only 19 years of age when she 


attracted Caesar, then in the midst of his tri- 
umph. Her powers of fascination must have been 


marvelous to have enchained the great captain and diverted 
him from his conquests. 


Plutarch, in his history of Antony, describes Cleopatra 


as moi'e clever than beautiful: "Her beauty was (it is said) 
neither astonishing nor inimitable; but it derived a force 
from her wit, and the fascination of her manner, which was 
absolutely irresistible. 


. "Her voice was delightfully melodious and had the same 


variety of modulation as an instrument of many strings. She 
spoke most languages and there were but few of the foreign 
ambassadors whom she answered by an interpreter." 


Plutarch says again that "Antony was so wholly en- 


grossed by her charms that while his wife, Fulvia, was main- 
taining his interests in Rome against Caesar, and the Parthian 
forces, assembled under the conduct of Labienus in Mesopo- 
tamia, were ready to enter Syria, she led her amorous cap- 
tive in triumph to Alexandria. There the veteran warrior 
fell into every idle excess of puerile amusement and offered 
at the shrine of luxury the greatest of all sacrifices, 'the sac- 
rifice of time.' " 


Antony's love for Cleopatra was not the fascination of a 


year, but from all time to all time. She was a pagan and 
knew nothing of a God. She had gods many; so she knew 
no other religion than self-gratification and aggrandizement. 
Had she lived today, with a knowledge of Christianity, she 
would probably have been as great a woman, but in a better 
way. 
-- 


She repaid Antony by faithfulness. Plutarch says: "She 


dressed like a servant and accompanied him on his hunting* 
and fishing trips. When he paid his servants to place fish 
on his line so that he might brag of his success as a fisher- 
man it was the humor of Cleopatra that made one of the 
servants put a salted fish upon his line." 


She then saidrV'Go, general, leave fishing to_us petty 


princes of Pharos and Canopus; your game is cities, king- 
doms and provinces." 


History says that Cleopatra was 28 when she met Antony. 


"A period of life (as Plutarch says) when woman's beauty is 
most splendid and her intellect in full matuiity." She held 
Antony fourteen years, when he was burdened with great pub- 
lic cares and duties, and when he was over 50 years of age. 


The battle of Actium virtually settled the civil war and the 


fortunes of Antony, although he afterward fought bravely 
and energetically, but all to no purpose. And with his ruin 
was the ruin of Cleopatra. She retired into a castle which she 
had prepared for herself (in case of necessity), with her most 
valuable treasures, and sent messengers to Antony, who re- 
ported to him that she was dead. 


His wrath now vanished with his grief, and he, fell upon 


his own sword. He ordered his servants to take mm to Cleo- 
patra. Covered with blood, the dying genera) was drawn up 
by ropes and through a window (the only entrance to the 
queen's retreat that was left unbarred) into her presence and 
soon died. 


Some historians say that Cleopatra recovered and set out 


to win Octavius that she might retain her own sovereignty 
or the independence of Egypt. But Elutarch says that she 
begged of Caesar to let her be buried beside Antony. That 
there was no certainty that she died from the bite of an asp. 


She was found dressed for a banquet, with her two favor- 


ite women, Iras and Charmion. Tt was reported that she had a 
certain poison with her always concealed in a bodkin and that 
she died from that poison. Caesar had her buried in the tomb 
of Antony. Some portraits of Cleopatra show her thick-lip- 
ped and heavy. But others show her with perfect features, 
but severe, regular, but not beautiful, according to our present 
ideas of beauty. 


We cannot learn much from the history of this great queen, 


her point of view was so different from our own. But we can 
rest assured that her heart was true and beautiful in her faith- 
fulness to Antony. She was but 39 when she tired of life, but 
she, like all pagan women, knew ho life but selfishness. 


"Paganism never recognized women's equality with men. 


Deprive women of education, and especially of that respect 
which Christian chivalry inspires, and they cannot rise to be 
the equal companions of men. Paganism taught the inequal- 
ity of sexes and produced it, and when this inequality is 
taught or believed, or insisted -upon, then farewell to the glory 
of homes, to all unpurchased charms, to the graces of domestic 
life, to everything that gilds our brief existence with the radi- 
ance of imperishable joy."

Mediators Neitl and Knapp Will 


Confer With Railroads and 


Engineers. 


Increased Wages to Be Asked 


by Other Employes, Is 


the Report. 


NEW YORK. April 24. — Charles P. 


Neill, United States Labor Commissioner, 
and Judge Martin A. Knapp of the United 
States Commerce Court, took up today 
the work of mediation between the fifty 
railroads east of Chicago and north of 
the Potomac river and tho engineers over 
the question of Increased wages. 


Commissioner Nelll will confer with the 


railroad officials to ascertain their posi- 
tion and reasons for refusing 
the 
de- 


mands for increased wages and to learn 
what form the• railroads desire the pro- 
posed arbitration to take. Later Com- 
missioner Nelll or Judge Knapp will con- 
fer with the engineers A comparison of 
the positions of both sides will then be 
possible and the mediators will know 
whether It will be necessary to submit 
the whole matter to an arbitration board 
or not. 


There are Indications that tue railroads 


will suggest that the whole matter be 
threshed out before a general arbitra- 
tion board in the same manner that the 
anthracite coal situation is being ad- 
Justed. 


EXPECT OTHER DEMANDS. 


The demands of the engineers, it was 


.generally reported today, are to be fo.- 
lowed by demands for increased wages by 
other railroad employes and a. general 
arbitration board would be ablo to bring 
out a settlement of these wage problems. 


Judge Knapp and Commissioner Neill 


conferred with members of the confer- 
ence committee of managers today. Aft- 
erward the government officials will con- 
fer with the chairmen's committee of 50, 
headed by Grand Chief Stone of the en- 
gineers.

Assistant Super- 
intendent Jouln of the Paris detective 
department was shot dead, and his 
comraue, Chief Inspector Colmar, was 
seriously wounded while trying to ar- 
rest one of the gang named Bonnot 
at Petit Ivry, a suburb of Paris, to- 
day.

Notice Is hereby Riven that the Stats 
Poll Tax of two dollars for the year 1912 
Is now due and payable at tho Assessor's 
office, room one. Court House, or to a 
Deputy Assessor. 
Section 3S33 of tho Political Code readj 
as follows: 
Every male Inhabitant of the Stato over 
twenty-one nnd under sixty years of n^e. 
except paupers, insane persons nntl In- 
dians, must annually pay a Poll Tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid 
between tho 
First Monday in March and the 
first Monday in August. 


Then It shall be thren dollars. 
Section 3S46 of the Political Code makas 
it the duty of the Assessor to demand Poll 
Tax of every person IJable therefor, and 
on the negloct or refusal of such person 
to pay, he must collect £y seizure and 
sale of any personal property owned by 
such person.
